TOP MARKS 
FOR SCHOOL 


Results just keep 
on getting better, 
year on year

A SECONDARY school in Banbury is 
celebrating after new figures show it is 
in the top 30 "most improved" in the 
country. 

Just over three years ago only 25 per cent 
of students at North Oxfordshire Academy 
in Drayton Road, achieved five or more A* 
to C GCSEs, including English and maths. 

But in the latest results for 2012, 59 per 
cent of youngsters made the grade, up from 
49 per cent in 2011 and 38 per cent in 
2010. 

Overall, 93 per cent of students achieved 
five A* to C GCSE grades. 

The improvements have put the school 
27th "most improved" in the country. 

Formerly Drayton School, 966-place 
North Oxfordshire Academy was the 
county's first academy in 2007. 

Sara Billins, who took on the headship in 
November 2011, said the school's 
achievements had been worth all the 
"blood, sweat and tears". 

She said: "Our 2012 results are a 
significant improvement on those achieved 
in 2011 and are a massive 21 percentage 
points higher than those achieved in 2010. 

"These results, which show that North 
Oxfordshire Academy continues to make 
huge strides forward, are testament to our 
incredibly hard-working and committed 
students and staff. 

"As a team, we all look forward to 
continuing and accelerating the progress 
which has been made. It makes a huge 
difference to the community and to the 
children. 

"It's hard work, but worth every bit of the 
blood, sweat and tears. 

"There is no magic formula. If there were, 
everyone would be doing it. 

"It's just about relentless consistency, high 
expectations and never letting the bar slip." 

She said strict rules had been 
implemented in school covering uniform, 
attendance, punctuality and behaviour,

which were constantly enforced. 

On the teaching side, the school said it 
worked hard to recruit and train the right 
staff and had teamed up with Oxford 
University to take on its "high level" 
teaching graduates. 

Mrs Billins said one of the biggest 
challenges was raising students' aspiration. 

She said: "It's not only the students but 
the community as well and how the school 
is perceived by the community." 

But more students were now going on to 
university or joining apprenticeship 
schemes, supported by the school and local 
businesses. 

Town, district and county councillor Ann 
Bonner was "delighted". She said: "It's down 
to the hard work and commitment of the 
pupils and the staff. I could not be more 
pleased. It's fantastic news for the area." 

Andy Buck, managing director of 
academies for United Learning Trust, which 
runs the school, said: "Each year North 
Oxfordshire Academy's results have out¬ 
performed those of the year before and show 
that the academy is making huge strides 
forward. 

"The excellent progress made is testament 


to the hard work and commitment of the 
fantastic students and staff, who are so ably 
led by Sara Billins." 

• In 2010 the school received a glowing 
report by Ofsted, giving it a "satisfactory" 
overall rating. 

But it was also rated "good" in the all- 
important "capacity for sustained 
improvement" category - a key indicator of 
how well schools are doing long term.

NATIONALLY, one in four 
schools and colleges fail to 
ensure students score the A- 
Level grades often required 
by top universities, new 
league tables suggest. 

And tens of thousands of 
youngsters are still attending 
under-performing schools 
that are failing to meet tough 
targets on the numbers of 
pupils gaining decent 
GCSEs. 

In total, 195 schools in 
England, collectively 
teaching around 167,000 
children, are falling below 
the Government’s new floor 
target for secondaries, the 
figures show. 


This means that less than 
40 per cent of their pupils 
are gaining at least five 
GCSEs at grade C or higher, 
including English and maths, 
and students are not making 
good enough progress in 
these two core subjects. 

The new tables are based 
on data provided by the 
Department for Education 
and show how every school 
and college in England 
performed at GCSE and A- 
Level in 2012. 

For the first time, the 
Government has published 
figures on the numbers of 
pupils at each school or 
college that are scoring at 


THE woman in charge of 
Oxfordshire's education has 
warned it will take longer 
than a year to see 
improvements in results. 

Last Thursday, the 
Department for Education 
released figures that showed 
GCSE results in Oxfordshire 
secondary schools remained 
below the national average for 
a second year. 

Only 57.9 per cent of pupils 
achieved five A* to C grades at 
GCSE in Oxfordshire, 
compared to 58.8 per cent in 
England. 

That marks an improvement 
of 0.5 of a percentage point 
compared to 2011, while 
results nationally rose by 0.6 
percentage points.

Melinda Tilley described the 
results as "a disappointment". 

But she said: "It takes a bit 
longer than one year to turn it 
round. 

"We are seeing 

improvements, but it is slow, far 
slower than I would like it to 
be." 

She said she would like to 
increase the budget for the 
school improvement team, 
which sends experienced staff 
into schools to help drive up 
standards, but admitted she did 
not know where she would find 
the money. 

The average point score of 
pupils was also below the

These are subjects either 
preferred or required by 
Russell Group universities, 
which are considered among 
the top institutions in the UK, 
including Oxford University. 

An initial analysis of the 
latest statistics suggests 
that at around 600 schools 
and colleges out of more 
than 2,000, no A-Level 
student scored AAB in 
facilitating subjects.

national average, with 
youngsters racking up on 
average 336.8 points in 
Oxfordshire compared to 343.3 
nationwide. 

Last year, for the first time, 
the Government published data 
showing how well pupils did 
compared to their previous 
attainment. 

The proportion of pupils who 
came to secondary school with 
low attainment, achieving five 
A* to Cs including English and 
maths, remained the same as 

2011, at 5.5 per cent, and at 
nine secondaries, no pupils 
achieved the grade. 

Education expert John 
Howson pointed out that if you 
looked at data from 2006 to 

2012, while the proportion of 
children in England achieving 

the benchmark level rose 
from 44.1 per cent to 59 
per cent, those making 
the grade in Oxfordshire 
rose from 47.5 to 57.9 
per cent. 

He said: "We were 
ahead and we are now 
behind. 

"The rest of the country 
has taken on board the 
message that they needed 
to sharpen up their 
education system - and 
Oxfordshire has not." 

But he agreed it would 
take longer for 
improvements to start 
filtering through. 

There was some good 
news, with more than 
one in five children 
achieving the English 
Baccalaureate, getting C 
grades or higher in 
English, maths, science, a 
language and history or 
geography. 

That was an increase 
on last year's figure of 
18.8 per cent, and 
exceeded the national 
figure of 16.2 per cent. 

In all, 6,006 

Oxfordshire children sat 
GCSE exams last summer.

THE county council has a 
budget of £34m to spend on 
extra school places, 48 per 
cent of which is earmarked for 
Oxford city. 

Of the total money, about 
£20m will be for new places in 
September 2011, 2012 and 
2013. 

The rest will be for further 
capital projects as children 
progress through primary 
school. 

Schools are funded per 
pupil. 

The county council also has 
a new classes fund which can 
make an additional allocation 
to classes for pupils admitted 
to reception. 


The law around 
class sizes 


NATIONAL legislation allows primary 
school classes to exceed 30 pupils per 
teacher in exceptional circumstances up 
until the end of the Key Stage One stage. 

Exceptions include children admitted 
outside the normal admissions round 
with statements of special educational 
needs specifying a school, children of 
UK service personnel and children from 
multiple births. 

Classes with children classified as 
“exceptions” would not require extra 
staff, but classes with more than 30 
pupils where that is not the case would 
need extra teaching provision, according 
to Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Marcus Mabberley. 


SCHOOL class sizes in Oxfordshire 
could be expanded to deal with the 
squeeze on places. 

More than 20 Oxfordshire schools are 
set to take extra pupils this year to help 
deal with the huge increase in the 
number of school-age children. 

A total of 113 new places are being 
created, plus a further 1 79 at schools 
that have already taken children over 
their planned capacity. 

But Oxfordshire County Council 
education chief Melinda Tilley has 
admitted it still probably will not be 
enough to provide places for every child 
in the right areas. 

She said in some cases that might 
mean classes of more than 30 pupils in 
"exceptional circumstances" for a single 
period of one year. 

She said: "That's something we are 
having to look at." 

Last year there were four schools with 
classes of 31 pupils. 

Mrs Tilley said: "We don't do it if we 
can possibly avoid it. We are talking 
about one possibly, two rarely. 

"Whenever we have done it, there 
has been movement within the year and 
the class has gone 
back to 30 again." 

Education expert 
John Howson warned 
that increasing class 
sizes, even by one or 
two pupils, could have 
a detrimental effect on 
pupils' education. 

He said: "If it is a 
classroom that has 
been built since the 
structure was 
introduced, it will not 
have the physical 
capacity in most cases 
for more pupils. 

"As class sizes get 
bigger, it becomes 
more difficult to 
identify children with 
additional needs." Two

new free schools are due to open in 
September 2013, including Heyford 
Park Free School,. 

Mrs Tilley said: "We are working with 
everybody to get enough places. It is a 
problem - but we will get enough 
places." 

She said the authority was in early 
discussions with about a dozen schools 
across Oxfordshire, but particularly in 
the Banbury, Oxford and Abingdon 
areas, about taking extra pupils. 

There were 7,724 applications for 
places in September 2012, an increase 
of about 500 on the previous year. 

A further 200 on top of that are 
expected for next September's intake. 

While there are more places than 
pupils in the county, in certain areas 
the number of applications exceeds the 
available places. 

Eighteen schools took extra children 
last September, while five dropped their 
admission numbers, making a net gain 
of 184 school places.

ORDER! An historic gavel is 
set to give Banbury Town 
Mayor Tony llott some extra 
clout after being returned 
following a 39-year absence. 

Council leader Kieron Mallon 
tracked down the wooden 
hammer and block after it was 
lost in a local government shake- 
up in the 1970s. 

It was given to the former 
Banbury Borough Council in 
1962 by ex-borough surveyor 
Sidney Hilton on behalf of the 
Banbury branch of the National 
Association of Local Government 
Officers. 

It then passed to Cherwell 
District Council, when it was 
formed as part of an influx of new 
councils in 1974 to take over 
services for the town. 

Yet it has now been re¬ 
discovered, locked away in the 
district council's offices in 
Bodicote House and was returned 
to the town council last week. 

Mr Mallon said: "It was brought 
to my attention that the gavel and 
block were gathering dust in a 
Cherwell District Council 
cupboard.

Floods warning as 
heavy rain looms 


Pupils get 
lessons on 
'thinking' 

BANBURY schoolchildren 
have been working on their 
"thinking skills" at a two-day 
workshop, organised by car 
manufacturer Honda. 

The "School of Dreams" 
event was held at Banbury 
Academy and as well as 
pupils from the academy, 
children from neighbouring 
primary schools were also 
invited to attend. 

Youngsters, aged nine to 
13, were encouraged to think 
about pursuing their dreams 
and were shown strategies to 
help turn dreams into reality. 

That included teaching the 
children how to juggle — the 
idea being that even though 
you drop the balls at first, 
you learn through your 
mistakes. 

The workshop was 
supported by FN Pile and 
Sons, based in Warmington, 
and staff from the company 
took part alongside pupils 
and teachers. 


FAMILIES in Oxfordshire have been 
warned that they face a third bout 
of serious flooding, with half the 
month's rainfall expected this week. 

Up to 30mm of rainfall was 
expected to fall across the county 
over the next few days, when all of 
January would normally see just 
60mm. 

The Environment Agency has 
warned that with river levels high 
and the ground saturated from 
previous heavy downpours and 
melting snow, flooding is a real risk. 

Environment Agency spokesman 
Dave Ferguson said: "If we are 
talking about property flooding, yes 
there is a risk with the heavy 
rainfall. 

"That rainfall will affect the rivers 
and the tributaries of the Thames. 

"People need to be alert and be 
aware of their risk and take 
appropriate action. 

"A lot of the rainfall we had at 
the end of last year means the 
ground is still very wet and the 
rivers are high in some places." 


The rainfall is expected to get 
heavier towards the end of the 
week, with the most intense 
downpours expected tomorrow. 

As the Banbury Cake went to 
press, there were 1 6 Oxfordshire 
waterways on Flood Alert, meaning 
flooding was possible. 

A widespread thaw of snow has 
also contributed to the flood risk. A 
further deluge would be the latest in 
a series of weather-related blows for 
the county, which saw major 
flooding at the end of November 
and in the days before Christmas. 

Mr Ferguson said it was difficult 
to say whether residents would see 
a repeat of the flooding in 
November and December, when 
there were several showers of 
sustained heavy rainfall of 20mm to 
30mm. 

Met forecaster Charlie Powell 
said tomorrow's rain could be as 
much as 10mm to 15mm of rain in 
a 24-hour period. 

He said: "There is fairly wet and 
windy weather to come." 


Jobless 
figures on 
the rise 

THE county's jobless figure 
has risen unexpectedly, with 
experts fearing the dole 
queue could swell further 
with the recent raft of 
retailers going to the wall. 

According to latest figures 
for December from the 
Office for National 
Statistics, there are 6,562 
people claiming Jobseeker's 
Allowance in Oxfordshire, a 
rise of 115 on the previous 
month. 

It is the highest total since 
September and the first time 
the number signing on has 
risen since last February, 
bucking the national trend. 

The figures were released 
after the closure of retailers 
Comet and Jessops and 
others such as HMV and 
Blockbuster. 

Nationally, numbers 
claiming jobseeker's 
allowance fell by 12,100 last 
month to 1.56m.

THE number of potholes 
repaired in Oxfordshire has 
more than tripled in five years. 

Experts have predicted that roads 
across the county would crumble 
further over the next few weeks due 
to the recent floods, ice and snow. 

It comes just weeks after transport 
bosses announced plans to cut more 
than £1 m from the road 
maintenance budget. 

In 2008/09, highways officials 
repaired 8,902 potholes. 

This has steadily increased year- 
on-year and now Oxfordshire 
Council Council expects to fix 
32,000 potholes this year. 

Local taxi driver Colin Dobson 
said that potholes in Oxfordshire 
had got much worse over the past 
few years. 

He said: "The road surface in 
certain places is breaking up in front 
of people's eyes.

"I feel that the tax taken from all 
drivers, but especially small 
businesses, is high enough to justify 
sustaining the same level of repairs." 

Mr Dobson said he feared the 
road surfaces would get worse over 
the next few weeks as roads thawed 
out after the cold snap and recent 
flooding. 

County council opposition 
highways spokesman Alan Armitage 
said he had concerns about the 
quality of the repairs. 

Mr Armitage said: "Our 
experience is that quite a lot of 
repaired potholes open up again 
more quickly than they should. 

"This is because they are patching 
rather than resurfacing. And it's also 
because of the materials they are 
using." 

He also raised concerns over the 


planned £1.01m reduction in the 
road maintenance budget between 
2015 and 2017. 

Mr Armitage said: "It defies logic 
that they're saying they are repairing 
more potholes but they're going to 
cut the budget." 

The AA's head of roads policy, 

Paul Watters, said: "You've had the 
worst possible combination of 
conditions. It's been wet, it's been 
freezing and it's been snowing. 
Drivers are going to have to be 
really careful." 

Over the past five years, the 
council has paid out £283,493 in 
compensation to drivers whose cars 
were damaged by the county's 
roads. 

There was a sharp spike in the 
number of claims between 2009 
and 2011. 

Across the five years, the average 
pay-outs were broadly similar, 
ranging from £283 to £306.

Greens' 
plea for 
budget 
boost 


GREEN councillors have 
called for a county-wide vote 
on a 3.75 per cent rise in 
council tax to fund social 
care services. 

Larry Sanders, one of two 
Green Party county councillors, 
has launched a campaign to 
reduce £18.5m of proposed cuts 
to the council's social care 
budget. 

The authority announced plans 
to cut the cash from its social 
care funds by 201 7 last month, 
after its central Government grant 
was cut by 12 per cent. 

As part of the draft budget, 
which is expected to be

approved next month by the 
Tory-controlled council, a 
council tax rise of 1.99 per cent 
is proposed. 

The rise is just shy of the two 
per cent referendum limit set by 
the Government, but Mr 
Sanders said people in 
Oxfordshire should be given the 
opportunity to vote on a bigger 
hike. 

He said: "The Conservative 
county council budget will 
make life even harder for people 
with disabilities. 

"A small increase in the 


council tax of about 40p a week 
for the average household - that 
is less than the price of a stamp 
- used sensibly could bring in 
tens of millions of pounds of 
care money for Oxfordshire 
residents. 

"Given the stark facts about 
the impact of more budget cuts, 
we believe the basic decency 
and good sense of the people of 
Oxfordshire will win out and 
allow councillors to provide the 
money necessary to reduce the 
crisis in care." 


THE council expects to 
save £3m by carrying out 
prevention and 
intervention work - such 
as installing technology in 
people’s homes to reduce 
their need for costly care. 

It will also save 
£500,000 by changing the 
way it commissions care 
services. 

Joint working with the 
NHS will save £1m, and 


will receive extra funding 
of £4.3m for health 
services. The council will 
change the way it 
delivers services to 
people with learning and 
physical disabilities, 
saving £2.4m.

The council's adult social care 
budget pays for essentials like 
home care as well as day 
centres, dial-a-ride schemes and 
other services aimed at reducing 
isolation.

referendum for a tax increase." 

Under Government rules, any 
council tax increase over two 
per cent will automatically 
trigger a referendum on the rise. 

The full council is due to 
meet to vote on the budget, 
which includes a total of £46m 
of extra cuts on top of £119m 
which will already have been 
saved by 2014. 

Opposition parties are 
expected to present alternative 
budgets, and the Greens' budget 
will include the 3.75 per cent 
rise proposal - but the Tories 
have a large majority, so all 
alternative budgets are expected 
to fail.

■ Family join UK twitchers to 
keep count of local birds 


THE Akers family from Chipping 
Norton, were among more than 
10,000 people across the county 
who turned twitcher last weekend 
for the Big Garden Birdwatch. 

Now in its 34th year, Birdwatch asked 
people to spend an hour recording the 
birdlife in gardens, schools and parks, 
to capture a snapshot of the UK's 
garden bird population. 

Just over 10,000 people from 
Oxfordshire took part last year, and 
more than half a million nationally. 
Together they counted nine million 
birds between them. 

It was hoped even more became bird 
detectives last weekend, helping to 
provide organisers, the Royal Society 
for the Protection of Birds, with the data 
they need to help protect endangered 
species. 

Fen Gerry, the regional spokesman for 
the RSPB said: "In the past Birdwatch 
has helped to highlight some dramatic 
declines in garden birds - house 
sparrow numbers have fallen by two 
thirds since 1979. 

"Everyone who took part in Birdwatch 
will help us to find out more about bird 
numbers and distribution - and that 
will be the first step in helping to put

things right." The Akers family has taken 
part in Birdwatch for the past five years. 

Steve Akers, 57, his 47-year-old wife 
Sharon, and sons Rory, ten, and Louis, 
eight, recorded their findings early in 
the morning, when most birds come in 
to feed in their garden in The Leys, 
Chipping Norton. 

Mr Akers, who is a Unison official, 
said: "I have been a bird enthusiast 
since I was eight and the boys now 
have great bird ID skills too. We 
enjoyed taking part in Birdwatch 
because we put out a lot of feed all 
year round. We get many varieties of 
birds in our garden." 

He added: "It's interesting to see the 
trends each year - gold and 
greenfinches seem to be holding their 
own, whereas sadly, song thrushes are 
very rare. 

"We are lucky to have a colony of 
house sparrows living in the uneven 
brickwork of our neighbour's house. But 
more modern buildings mean birds 
which once lived close to people, don't 
now get the nesting opportunities."

THAMES Valley’s Police and 
Crime Commissioner has 
outlined his crime fighting 
priorities and targets. 

But a victim of crime has 
hit out - saying the plan was 
not detailed or specific 
enough. 

Anthony Stansfeld, a 
Conservative from Newbury, 
was elected as the region’s 
first Police and Crime 
Commissioner last 
November. 

And now he has published 
a draft Police and Crime Plan 
for Thames Valley. 

His priorities listed in the 
plan include cutting crime 
that hits the most vulnerable, 
increasing a visible police 
presence and cutting the fear 
of crime, and to engage with 
the public to build a stronger 
trust and confidence in the 
force. 

He said he wanted to 
tackle the causes of crimes, 
which he said were drug and 
alcohol addiction.

He said: “Rural crime 
committed against isolated 
communities is endemic.” 

But Martin Scarrott, 47,

He said: “We’ve called the 
police numerous times over 
the years about various 
things.

He 
got away with it because 
they didn’t turn up in time. 

“Maybe he should be 
holding surgeries to find out 
what people actually want.”

Crossi ng 
'working 
correctly' 

THE level crossing where a man 
died following a collision with a 
train earlier this month was 
working correctly at the time of the 
crash, an initial investigation has 
revealed. 

Banbury man Tom Pizzey, 85, was 
killed when a Freightliner train hit the 
car he was a passenger inside at Sandy 
Lane, nearYarnton, on January 2. 

It had been revealed that the level 
crossing had malfunctioned 21 times in 
2012. 

Network Rail said it did not believe 
there was a problem with the barrier, 
despite the previous faults.

THE traditional police helmet may be an instantly 
recognisable sign of authority that commands 
respect. 

But it doesn’t keep chilly ears warm. 

However, soon Thames Valley Police officers 
who are on duty in wintry conditions can wear a 
force-issue woolly hat. 

Those on patrol or sitting in their heated 
vehicles won’t be allowed to wear the headgear, 
but those stationed outside for long periods of 
time can adorn the knitted beanie. 

It will be a standard issue black hat with the 
word “Police” knitted in white on the front. 

PC Lisa Stanhope, Thames Valley Police 
Federation’s head of health and safety, is 
credited with coming up with the idea. 

She helped officers successfully lobby the 
force’s Chief Constable, Sara Thornton, to allow 
the hats to become official regalia. 

As yet there has been no cost attached to the 
new gear as the first officers to wear them are 


yet to test them out - and they won’t be 
available until at least next autumn. 

Thames Valley Police Federation 
spokesman Graham Smith said: “It’s just 
been approved so we can start ordering 
them now, and hope to have them in time 
for the next cold snap. 

“The current hats don’t provide enough 
protection when it’s cold outside, so it 
should make a difference. We will have to 
wait and see what officers think of the 
new hat. 

“It’s something that will help officers 
when they are outside in the cold. It 
should make the job a little bit easier.” 

Not all officers will get the hats, only 
those who ask for them. 

The force isn’t the first in the country 
to allow the winter warmers, as officers at 
Devon and Cornwall police can wear both woolly 
hats and snoods.

A GROUP of volunteer "blood 
bikers" carry out life-saving 
work - whatever the weather. 

Around 100 volunteers ferry 
vital medical supplies - like 
blood, plasma and donor 
breastmilk - to hospitals across 
Oxfordshire and beyond. 

John Stepney is the co¬ 
ordinator of the Oxfordshire, 
Berkshire, Buckinghamshire and 
Northamptonshire branch of 
Service by Emergency Rider 
Volunteers. 

He said: "There is this public 
image of us as leather-clad 
bikers with no road manners 
whatsoever, but we have so 
many different types of people 
who volunteer. 

"The canon of Christ Church 
Oxford helps out. There is a hot¬ 
air balloon operator, a 
magistrate, businessmen. Just all 
walks of life." 

The bikers are called on by 
hospitals across the region to 
pick up and drop off blood 
needed for patients on operating 
tables and other medical 
emergencies. 

Although they serve four 
counties, the hub of the 
operation is at Oxford's John 
Radcliffe Hospital, where the 
blood is stored. 

One of the vital medical 
supplies is factor eight, a blood-

clotting agent used for 
transfusions for patients with 
haemophilia. 

When haemophiliacs are 
injured their blood fails to clot, 
so the blood biker's job is vital 
to get them the clotting agent 
they need in time before they 
lose too much blood. 

A year ago, Mr Stepney was 
on-call and asked to deliver 
factor eight to Milton Keynes for 
two children. 

The 53-year-old said: "Some 
people ask why we would do 
this. 

"I was on the road for four 
hours, but when I got home and 
put my feet up I just thought, my 
alternative was spending the 
time watching the omnibus of 
EastEnders. 

"There is a great deal of 
responsibility. If you lose the 
package or drop it, you can't just 
get another sample. 

"If it is something being taken 
the other way, for diagnostic 
tests, it sometimes takes hours 
for the body to produce another 
sample. 

"So if it is a test for 
meningitis, you need to know 
straight away if it is the deadly 
kind." 

_ The bikers often 

have to race to reach 
the hospital within 45 
minutes of getting the 
emergency call. 

If blood is needed 
further away, members 
of the 18 regional 
branches across the 
country will set up a 
relay to pass it on. 

SERV is always 
looking for volunteers 
and to help with 
fundraising as it costs 
£1,500 a month just 


for petrol. Riders are on call 
from 7pm to 6am. The demand 
for the service has increased 
hugely in recent years. 

In 2009 there were 28 calls 
for help to the OBBN branch; in 
2010 there were 603, and in 


2011, roughly 1,000. 

Volunteer riders must have an 
advanced driving qualification to 
take part, and either use their 
own bike or share a pool bike.

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Spielberg magic brings 
American history to life 


LINCOLN (12A, 150 mins) Drama. 
Daniel Day-Lewis, Sally Field, 
Tommy Lee Jones, Gordon Joseph- 
Levitt, David Strathairn, Lee Pace,

S teven Spielberg artfully tears a 
page from history to 
immortalise the efforts of the 
16th president of the United States 
to abolish slavery during a turbulent 
period of deep division within the 
House of Representatives. 

At a time when multiculturalism 
is trotted out ad nauseaum by 
politicians as modern society's 
badge of honour, Lincoln is a stark 
reminder of the sins of the past and 
how far we still have to go to create 
a world of true equality. 

Tony Kushner's eloquent script 
condenses the final months of the 
president's life into an elegiac 
portrait of a husband and father 
whose courage in the eye of a 
political storm tested his resolve 
and his marriage. 

The ebb and flow of dialogue is 
exquisite, and potentially dense and 
baffling philosophies are distilled 
into digestible exposition so it's easy 
to follow the cut and thrust of 
arguments on both sides of the 
political divide. 

A terrific ensemble cast is led 
magnificently by Daniel Day-Lewis. 

So often berated for grand¬ 
standing and chewing scenery, here 
the statuesque London-born actor is 
the model of restraint, internalising 
his statesman's maelstrom of 
emotions. 

His performance is no less 


affecting, and the physical 
transformation is startling, but our 
eyes are constantly drawn to him 
because of that quiet intensity in a 
sea of screaming, shouting brow- 
beaters. 

A powerful prologue on blood¬ 
stained battlefields segues neatly to 
January 1865. 

Two months have passed since 
Lincoln's re-election, the American 
Civil War rages on for a fourth year 
and the president's thoughts turn to 
the highly contentious Slavery Bill. 

Secretary of State William H 
Seward (David Strathairn) counsels 
against the motion, given the 
current make-up of the House of 
Representatives. 

"It's a rat's nest in there, the same 
gang of talentless hicks and hacks 
that rejected the amendment ten 
months back. We'll lose!" 

However, Lincoln is adamant that 
the Bill must be passed before the 
end of the war and he enlists 
William N Bilbo (James Spader) and 
Colonel Robert Latham (John 
Hawkes) to procure votes. 

"It's not illegal to bribe 
congressmen. They would starve 
otherwise," jokes Latham. 

Inside the House, fervent 
abolitionist Thaddeus Stevens 
(Tommy Lee Jones) continues to rile 
the Democrat opposition led by 
Fernando Wood (Lee Pace). 

Meanwhile, Lincoln has to 
contend with the mood swings of 
his emotionally fragile wife, played 
by Sally Field, who is so often his 
rock. 

Lincoln is a magnificent technical 
achievement, distinguished by 
Janusz Kaminski's colour-bleached

EVEN in these straitened times, 
most of us, if we are honest, drive 
cars that deliver much more than 
we actually need. More power, 
more space and a little more luxury 
tend to be the order of the day. 

Take a step back and analyse pre¬ 
cisely what you need and suddenly 
cars that looked completely out of 
the question start to make a little 
more sense. And one of those cars 
might just be Citroen's Cl. 

On the face of it, it's easy to write 
the four-seater off as too small and 
underpowered to cope with day-to- 
day demands, but live with it for a 
while and its abilities prove impres¬ 
sive. 

Priced from about £8,000, the Cl 
range -— built alongside its sister 
vehicles the Toyota Aygo and 
Peugeot 107 in the Czech 
Republic— offers city car style, in a 
compact package with a large dash 
of fun.

CONSUMER confidence has been 
in relatively short supply, yet 
the car market has proved to 
be resilient and relatively 
buoyant.
